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What  do  good  readers  know  and  what  are  they  able  to  do? 

The  Northwest  Regional  Education  Lab  (NWREL)  set  out  to  answer  this  question.  After 
reviewing  reading  literature,  synthesizing  the  sldlls  outlined  by  state  reading  standards,  and 
observing  student  readers,  NWEL  identified  the  following  six  traits  of  an  effective  reader. 

1.  Conventions:  Reading  the  Lines  -  Readers  must  leam  to  recognize  and  identify  the 
conventions  that  create  meaning  and  expectations  in  the  text.  For  beginning  readers, 
“decoding  conventions”  means  deciphering  the  words,  symbols,  punctuation,  and 
grammar  in  a  text.  Conventions  also  means  recognizing  genre  conventions  and  the 
organizational  framework  of  a  text — the  conventions  of  a  poem,  story,  novel, 
newspaper,  or  textbook. 

2.  Comprehension  -  When  readers  establish  comprehension,  they  create  meaning  from  a 
text.  Comprehension  occurs  when  readers  make  predictions,  identify  plot  elements  such 
as  major  and  minor  characters,  and  select  main  ideas  and  significant  and  supporting 
details.  An  essential  component  of  comprehension  is  the  reader’s 

ability  to  self-monitor  or  recognize  when  the  text  is  not  making  sense  and  to 
develop  strategies  to  overcome  problems. 

3.  Context:  Reading  Between  the  Lines  -  Context  involves  reading  between  the  lines  to 
identify  the  setting,  the  vocabulary  reflective  of  the  setting,  and  the  tone  and  voice  of  the 
author.  Readers  realize  context  when  they  describe  historical  time  periods,  fmd  evidence 
of  social  issues,  and  recognize  cultural  overtones  in  the  text.  Context  also  includes 
placing  ideas  and  concepts  in  a  “bigger  picture”  to  help  students  see  the  practical 
application  of  mathematical  or  scientific  concepts. 

4.  Interpretation  -  When  readers  interpret,  they  “fill  in  gaps”  in  the  text,  using  clues  and 
evidence  from  the  text  to  analyze  problems  and  draw  conclusions.  Readers  develop 
interpretations  when  they  make  plausible  explanation  of  ideas  or  arguments  by 
recognizing  and  dealing  with  ambiguities  in  the  text,  reconciling  those  ambiguities 
tlirough  interpretation. 

5.  Synthesis:  Reading  Bevond  the  Lines  -  Synthesis  involves  reading  beyond  the  lines, 
as  students  must  apply  and  synthesize  knowledge  from  outside  the  text.  Readers 
synthesize  when  they  combine  information  in  new  ways  to  order,  sort,  or  outline 
information  from  the  text.  Readers  must  compare  and  contrast  infonnation  from  multiple 
sources  or  detennine  cause  and  effect. 

6.  Critiquing  for  Evaluation  -  Evaluation  occurs  when  readers  are  able  to  enter  into  a 
dialogue  with  the  text  and  malce  the  text  their  own.  Readers  evaluate  by  expressing 
opinions,  raising  questions,  challenging  the  text,  challenging  the  author,  and  noting  bias 
and  distortion.  Evaluation  represents  the  highest  level  of  critical  thinking  and  reading. 

When  readers  use  each  of  the  six  traits  to  complete  a  thorough  comprehension  of  narrative  or 
informational  texts,  they  are,  in  essence,  reading  the  lines,  reading  between  the  lines,  and  reading 
beyond  the  lines  (Gray,  1960;  Pearson  &  Johnson,  1978).  The  traits  identify  the  six  critical 
reading  skills  necessary  to  develop  readers  who  can  process  lcnowledge  from  print  material, 
make  meaning  of  it,  and  apply  this  meaning  in  other  situations.

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Metacognitive  Strategies  at  Blue  Valley  North  High  School,  KS 

by  Marcia  Branstetter,  Teacher 

Blue  Valley  North  High  School  has  raised  reading  scores  through  the  teaching  of 
metacognitive  strategies  in  all  content  areas.  Our  decision  to  use  metacognition  as  the  basis  for 
classroom  interventions  came  from  a  cross-section  of  content  area  teachers,  rather  than  from 
administrative  dictates,  engendering  immediate  faculty  buy-in. 

Our  staff  development  was  predicated  on  the  belief  that  effective  reading  in  different 
subject  areas  requires  a  variety  of  thinlcing  skills  and  requires  teachers  to  use  their  content  area 
expertise  to  help  their  students  successfully  “think  about  their  thinking.”  Because  of  that 
belief,  our  staff  development  focused  on  one  single  intervention:  public  thinlcing. 

During  our  presentation  on  Monday  April  7  at  3:15  p.m.  at  the  NCA  CASI  Annual 
Meeting,  we  will  model  a  public  thinking  lesson  which  will  illustrate  what  proficient  readers 
do  metacognitively  before,  during,  and  after  reading;  explain  how  we  were  guided  by  the 
strategies  our  best  student  readers  told  us  they  used;  and  include  specific  classroom  activities 
our  teachers  use  to  promote  metacognition  in  their  students. 

Finally,  we  will  share  local,  state,  and  standardized  quantitative  data  that  supports  the 
effectiveness  of  the  intervention,  as  well  as  qualitative,  anecdotal  data  illustrating  positive 
teacher  reaction  to  the  effectiveness  of  the  strategies  they  employed.

ISD  Students  Will  Travel  to  Croatia 

Amanda  Krieger  and  Bethany  Shelly,  accompanied  by  Teresa  Huckleben-y,  will  travel 
June  28  tlirough  July  6,  2003  on  an  all-expenses  paid  trip  to  Croatia  as  part  of  the 
American  Delegation  for  the  G.L.O.B.E.  Leaming  Expedition.  A  teacher  and  two 
students  from  the  Model  Secondary  School  for  the  Deaf  will  also  be  a  part  of  the 
American  Delegation.  This  intemational  conference  will  involve  students  from  twenty- 
one  (21)  different  countries.  As  part  of  their  work  in  SOAR-High  Earth  Science  Class, 
students  completed  a  research  project,  working  as  a  team  with  students  from  the  Model 
Secondary  School  for  the  Deaf.  Their  research  project  involved  comparing  weather  data 
with  colors  of  light  reflected  from  sugar  maple  leave,  as  the  leaves  changed  color  in 
autumn.  The  team  submitted  their  research  project  to  scientists  at  G.L.O.B.E.  Scientists 
were  very  impressed  with  the  team’s  project  and  invited  them  to  present  their  research  at 
the  G.L.O.B.E.  intemational  conference. 

G.L.O.B.E.  is  a  worldwide  hands-on,  primary  and  secondary  school-based  education  and 
science  program.  "GJ.OBE"  is  an  acronym  for  "Global 
Leaming  &  Observations  to  Benefit  the  Environment." 

G.L.O.B.E.  is  supported  by  NASA,  the  National  Science 
Foundation,  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  and  the 
US  Dept.  of  State. 

GLOBE  provides  the  opportunities  to  leam  by: 

1.  Taking  scientifically  valid  measurements  in 
the  fields  of  atmosphere,  hydrology,  soils,  and 
land  cover/phenology;

“Students  in  the  Earth  System  Science  classes  at  the  Model  Secondary  School  for 
the  Deaf  (Washington,  DC)  and  Indiana  School  for  the  Deaf  (Indianapolis,  Indiana) 
conducted  a  collaborative  research  project  during  the  fall  of  2002.  The  project  focused 
on  answering  the  following  questions: 

1)  Why  do  leaves  change  color  in  autumn? 

2)  How  do  factors  of  temperature  and  rain  affect  the  colors  of  the  leaves? 

3)  What  changes  occur  in  the  colors  and  percentages  of  light  reflected  from  leaves? 

Students  collected  data  using  GLOBE's  Green  Down  Protocols,  and  the  protocols 
for  recording  precipitation,  minimum  temperatures,  and  maximum  temperatures. 
Students  at  both  schools  used  an  ALTA  reflectance  spectrometer  to  record  the 
percentages  of  colors  of  light  reflected  from  leaves.  Students  in  Washington,  DC  studied 
Silver  Maple  leaves,  while  students  in  Indiana  studied  Sugar  Maple  leaves.  Throughout 
the  investigation,  students  used  the  Intemet  and  videoconferencing  to  discuss  data, 
compare  results,  determine  conclusions,  and  prepare  a  final  report. 

At  the  investigation's  conclusion,  students  noted  differences  in  precipitation, 
temperature,  geographic  location,  and  changes  in  percent  of  light  reflected  from  leaves. 
The  students  found  interesting  pattems  in  the  data  as  the  fall  season  progressed, 
indicating  biological  changes  happening  inside  the  leaves  in  response  to  the 
environment.”

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Better  intervention,  identiflcation  at  heart  of  proposed  bill

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Millions  of  children  in  special  education  would  face  earlier 
help,  tougher  academic  standards  and  overhauled  screening  to  determine  if  they  are 
truly  disabled  under  a  proposed  retooling  of  the  program. 

Republican  House  education  leaders  will  present  on  Wednesday  an  update  to  the 
Individuals  with  Disabilities  Education  Act,  the  1975  law  that  promised  appropriate 
education  for  all.  The  law's  reauthorization  is  seen  by  educators  as  the  most  significant 
school  project  facing  Congress  this  year.  Roughly  6.3  million  children  receive  special 
help,  and  their  education  affects  all  classrooms  as  schools  deal  with  teacher  training, 
shortfalls  of  money  and  student  discipline.  "We  must  ensure  that  children  with 
disabilities  are  given  access  to  an  education  that  maximizes  their  unique  abilities,  and 
provides  them  with  the  tools  for  later  success,"  said  bill  sponsor  Rep.  Mike  Castle,  R- 
Delaware,  chairman  of  the  House  Education  reform  subcommittee. 

The  House  bill  focuses  on  early  help  for  struggling  students  and  better 
identification  of  tme  disability.  It  would  eliminate  the  use  of  an  IQ  test  that  measures  the 
gap  between  intelligence  and  achievement,  one  that  critics  say  is  fundamentally  flawed 
and  withholds  help  until  a  student  fails.  Democrats  disagree  over  such  issues  as  spending 
and  student  discipline,  where  battle  lines  probably  will  be  drawn  in  both  chambers. 
"They  are  breaking  their  word  on  special  education  funding,  just  as  they  broke  their 
promise  to  provide  schools  the  resources  they  promised  when  we  enacted  the  'No  Child 
Left  Behind  Act,"'  said  Rep.  George  Miller  of  Califomia,  ranking  Democrat  on  the  House 
Education  and  the  Workforce  Committee.  Senate  education  leaders  expect  to  introduce  a 
bipartisan  bill  next  month,  but  fights  are  expected  over  spending  and  private-school 
vouchers  for  disabled  children.  Although  the  House  bill  was  not  expected  to  include  a 
voucher  provision,  proponents  might  try  to  add  one. 


Shrink  paperwork,  increase  accountability 

From  less  paperwork  to  greater  accountability,  the  bill  was  generally  embraced  by 
special-education  advocates.  But  they  also  were  unimpressed  by  promised  increases  in 
federal  money  and  wary  of  offering  support  until  firm  details  emerge.  A  central  aim  of 
the  bill  is  to  keep  more  students  from  getting  into  special  education.  Thousands  are 
misidentified,  education  officials  say,  including  students  with  basic  reading  difficulties 
and  a  disproportionate  number  of  minority  students.  "It's  the  right  thing  to  do  to  identify 
problems  early  on,"  said  James  Wendorf,  executive  director  of  the  National  Center  for 
Leaming  Disabilities.  For  example,  students  could  get  reading  help  in  kindergarten  or 
first  grade  rather  than  grades  3  or  4.  "It  means  those  students  will  not  have  to  experience 
that  cycle  of  frustration  and  failure  that  leads  to  a  whole  host  of  poor  educational 
outcomes,"  Wendorf  said. 

The  bill  would  shrinlc  paperwork  and  the  frequency  of  student  reporting  for 
teachers,  chores  considered  so  cumbersome  that  they  drive  teachers  out  of  special 
education.  "It's  not  the  paperwork,  per  se.  It's  the  time  it  takes  away  from  teaching  and 
learning.  We're  very  interested  in  seeing  that  change,"  said  Bill  East,  executive  director 
of  the  National  Association  of  State  Directors  of  Special  Education. 


'No  Child  Left  Behind' 

Most  children  with  disabilities  spend  much  of  their  time  in  a  typical  classroom, 
and  the  bill  recognizes  the  importance  of  training  all  teachers,  said  Patti  Ralabate,  a 
special  education  expert  for  the  National  Education  Association.  The  special  education 
law  would  be  aligned  with  "No  Child  Lefì  Behind,"  the  education  law  that  demands 
better  performance  of  students,  teachers  and  schools.  "We  want  that  inclusion,"  Wendorf 
said.  "It's  only  by  being  included  that  our  students  won't  be  shunted  aside  or  forgotten." 
Under  President  Bush,  the  govemment's  main  spending  on  special  education  has  hit  its 
highest  level,  $8.5  billion,  but  that  remains  far  short  of  the  contribution  Congress 
promised  years  ago.  The  bill  would  increase  federal  spending  from  18  percent  to  40 
percent  of  the  per-student  cost  within  seven  years,  but  that  money  would  be  discretionary, 
meaning  no  guarantees.
